The present gold yen, the standard 
coin of the country will, according to 
this measure, be circulated at doable its 
present value, while the one yen silver 
piece will circulate at half its value 
until alxdished by an edict of the 
emperor. 
The subsidiary coinage of 
the country will remain untouched and 
free commie will be abolished from the 
date of tie* promulgation of this edict, 
which is set for Oct. I, 1897. 
The status of this bill up to date is 
.merely that of any bill introdueed into 
one hoilse of our own congress. 
It has 
not yet/been passed, and it is not cor 
tain thnt it will be. The sentiment in 
Japuii favors a reorganization of the 
mo ii ay system, aud during the past year 
a mixed commission of hankers, mer 
chants, politicians and professional men 
w.is appointed to consider the subject. 
Their rejxirt was by uo means conclu­ 
sive. 
Bonn* favored the retention of the 
free silver coinage, some were in favor 
of a ratio of Iff to I, such as was advo­ 
cated in the lust campaign in this 
country, while others favored the gold 
standard.

The appropriation* made for the 
support of the federal government have 
grown to such startling proportions 
within the last dozen years as to render 
it well-nigh impossible to devise means 
of raising revenue wherewith to meet 
the expenditures.
